"Mom  and  Pop  were  just  a  couple  of 
kids  when  they  got  married.  He  was 
eighteen,  she  was  sixteen,  and  I  was 
three."  And  that,  in  her  own  words, 
is  Billie  Holiday's  description  of  her 
beginnings. 

The  wonder  of  it  all  is  that  a  life  that 
began  in  such  a  way  could  contain  so 
much  of  artistry  and  triumph.  The 
tragedy  of  it  all  was  instilled  in  the 
beginning,  and  so  on  July  17,  1959,  at 
the  age  of  44,  Billie  Holiday  died  in 
New  York  City.

THE  ADVOCATES 

"The  Advocates"  is  a  program  that 
won  a  Peabody  Award  in  1969,  during 
its  first  season.  Now,  in  its  second 
season,  KPFK  will  be  presenting  two 
of  these  hour-long  programs  during 
November,  as  highlighted  on  Nov.  6 
and  20. 

"The  Advocates"  is  a  weekly  public 
affairs  series  from  KCET  in  Los 
Angeles  and  WGBH  in  Boston.  It  will 
be  carried  by  most  of  the  Public 
Broadcasting  Systems  198  Stations. 
During  each  program,  a  current  Ques- 
tion dealing  with  the  real  world  is 
dissectedby  two  advocates.  Each  brings 
authorities  on  the  subject  to  support 
his  case,  and  their  testimony  is  often 
to  cross-examination  from  the  oppos- 
ing advocate.  When  the  moderator 
calls  time  at  the  end  of  the  hour,  the 
listener  is  asked  to  write  in  a  yes  or  no 
opinion  on  the  issue.  The  Advocates' 
goal  is  to  recast  the  listener  into  an 
active  role,  working  and  voting  to 
make  democracy  a  reality. 

Questions  that  have  been  dealt  with  in 
the  past  programs  have  included  such 
topics  as  abortion,  mental  illness,  Cani- 
bodia,  and  marijuana. 

"The  Advocates"  was  originated  by 
Roger  Fisher,  who  has  a  strong  con- 
viction that  "television  should  com- 
municate from  people  who  have  some- 
thing to  say  to  people  who  have 
something  to  do."  This  conviction  has 
been  the  format  of  "The  Advocates", 
and  we're  anxious  to  have  our  aud- 
ience participate.

GRAPHIC STUDIOS  NOR  DO  THEY 
LIVE  IN  RIGID  POSES 

Totally  natural  portraits  can  only  be  accom- 
plished by  allowing  the  subject  total  Free- 
dom to  work,  play,  or  loaf  at  what  he  or 
she  loves  doing.  To  fruther  enhance  natural- 
ness, only  existing  light  should  be  used,  and 
a  free-flowing  rapport  is  sought  between 
photographer  and  subject.  It  is  imperative 
that  the  subject  "get  outside  himself"  and 
into  what  he  is  doing,  focused  upon  some 
activity.  For  some  subjects  who  are  severely 
camera  conscious  this  can  only  be  done 
with  a  long-focus  lense,  allowing  the  photo- 
grapher to  remain  in  the  distance.  Examples 
of  these  working  principles  are  shown  in 
the  photographer  in  this  issue  of  the  KPFK 
folio. 

I  photograph  people.  You  choose  the  sett- 
ing, mood,  and  activity.  I  choose  the 
moment  of  essential  personality  expressed 
visually  and  the  technical  tools  representing 
them  in  the  final  print,  whether  straight  or 
abstract.
